1 . This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Claim 1 is generic to all the species. 

Group I, claims 2-8 and 15-20, describes the properties of the glass material 
used for the packaging layer of the substrate based assembly. 

Group II, claims 9-13, describes an electrical interconnect material for providing 
electrical connection to at least one component. 

Group III, claims 14, 21-23, 38-42 and 45, describes the optical or electrical 
components of the substrate based assembly. 

Group IV, claims 25-30, describes the packaging layer as a passivation or 
planarisation layer. 

Group V, claims 31-32, describes the substrate based assembly with at least two 
packaging layers. 

Group VI, claim 33, describes wherein the packaging layer, or at least one 
packaging layer, transmits optical radiation. 

Group VII, claim 34, describes wherein the packaging layer, or at least one 
packaging layer, provides a waveguide function. 

Group VIII, claim 35, describes wherein the packaging layer, or at least one 
packaging layer, provides an alignment feature for use in aligning an optical 
component. 

Group IX, claim 36, describes wherein the packaging layer, or at least one 
packaging layer, provides refractive index matching. 

Group X, claim 37, describes wherein the packaging layer, or at least one 
packaging layer, provides bonding between optical components 
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Group XI, claims 24, 43 and 44, describes the substrate material and thickness 
of the substrate-based assembly. 

Group XII, claims 46-53, describes a method of making the substrate-based 
assembly. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-XII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature in all groups is a packaging layer which comprises a glass material 
having both organic and inorganic components. However, lha (US 2001/0014429; cited 
by Applicant) teaches a packaging layer which comprises a glass material having both 
organic and inorganic components (Abstract and pg. 1 : H [0002], [0013]). Thus, there is 
a lack of unity among the groups since the common technical feature is not novel over 
the prior art.
